leaves room both to Deceive the People, and 
yet toanfwer the End.

From whence, according to the moft Ge- 
nuiné Explication, which from the Nature 
and Circumftances of Things, can be Cob 
le&ted 51 think Ido Mr. L——-e—=Jy no harm; 
if having Diligently Enquir’d what he meaos 
by the Church, and the Charch of England, 
fo often exprefs’d in his Writings, I cannot 
find it tolerably rational to bebieve, he can 
mean, or would be underftood to mean any 
Church, but that of which he profeffes him- 
felfa Member, viz. The Abdicated Church of 
England ; the Members of which adhering 
firm to their Loyalty, asthey callit, to King 
fames, refufe to Swear Allegiance to the 
prefent Government in State, or to Conform 
to the prefent Eftablifhment inthe Church 5 
that, a¢cording to Mr. Dodwel, hold the 
Church of England tobe Schifmatical, under 
the Damning Sin of Apoftacy, and all her 
Members Perjur’d Revolters, both froma 
their Religion and their Soveraign. 

Nor is this meerly an Obje@tion again 
the Perfon of this Church Dealer for the 
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Man makes no Difference in the Argument ; 
bur the Widenefs of the Mcthod taken in his 
rea‘oning, Drives us by force to Conlider 
‘he Meaning and the Expofition is to be 
ound inthe Perfon , his Principle being Non- 
Furing, and confequently Difowning the 
prefent Eftablifhment of the Church ot Eng- 
land, *ti¢ natural to Examine who he means 


by the Church, and this thought, like the. 


Modern Syftems of Philofophy, which explain 
all the Inconfiftencies of the Old, Expounds all 
the Myfteries of a Facobitre Defending the

gymen, the Church. The Butinefs is, that 
by the Church of England, thefe Gentlemen 
mean the Facobite Church, the Church of 
England, as it was Eftablifh’d under a Popifh 
Prince. :

4+ Whether it be nota moft horrid Af 
front to the Church of Englixd, to fuggeft, 
that it ismore feazidle for her co Unite with — 
the Church of Frazce, than with the Prote- — 
ftant Dijjenters, tho’ the latter Subferibe to 
36 of her 39 Articles? 

Thefe Queftions Serioufly and Calmly ane 
fwer’d, would put the Matter upona right — 
foot, and the Reafons of Mr. L———ly’s ape 
pearing in Print, would be plain and eafily 
underftood ; the Difhonour of the Church, - 
fer being Defended by a Man of fuch Priaci- 
ples, will be taken otf; and whenever this 
Gentleman talks of the Churchof Englund, 
muft be underftood of that Church, which 
rejets the prefent Government.

Nor is itany Myftery why this Church of 
England, in Nubibus, {hould blend her Inte- 
rett and Concern with the real Church, and- 
Conceal her felf under the Ambiguity of a 
General Term, THE CHURCH; for by 
that means fhe brings into the Quarrel the 
Real Church of Exgland, even without her 
own Conlent, and Amutles the Ignorant Peo- 
ple With a Clamour, which really they would 
have no Shadow af Difcontent about ; nor 
have they any reaion to do otherwife, would 
they byt Diftinguifh: between a Real and an 
Imaginary Church, in which Cafe the Dan- 
ger would appear. 

Nothing is more plain to me, than that 
the High Churchmen are ignorantly drawn 
into the Clamour at the Government, as a 
Snare ; not to ruin them: fingly, but to em- 
broil them with the Reft of the Nation, in 


order totrouble the Waters, that thefe fub- - 


tle Anglers may Fifh in them. 

To have a Union eicher of intereft, Cha-. 
rity, or Parties, muft be the moft abfolute- 
ly Deftruétive thing to the Facobite Party 
that can happen.; while it lafts they are en- 
tirely foreclos’d, their only Hope conlifts in 
forming a Breach, if poflible, among us; and; 
the Methods taken to do this; are the on- 
ly Engines to which we owe the Invidious 
Title of High and Low Church; by which 
unhappy. Diltinétions the Rage and Malice

I fay. the lefs to this here, becaufe I am 
preparing a due Mea{ure of Reproof for a 
Notion fo abfurd, as this; in which I make 
no doubt to leave no room for any reply,

As the Church of England, and the whole 
Nation, wifely threw. otf, én the Revolution, 
all. the Chains-and Fetters, which.the Promo+ 
ters of thefe Abfurdities in Doétrine, haé 
bound upon us and our Pofterity, and ere- 
ted the Englifb:Mouarchy, upon the Foun-

derful:Moderation of Her Maj-fty, and the 
Government is very particelarly vifible. in 
bearing it: Her. 
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Her Majefties Title to the Crown of this 
Realm, is cists folid, in that it ftands 
upon the Foundation of Parliamentary An- 
thority, whofe Title to limit the Succeffion 
of the Crown, has never yet admitted any 
legal Difpute 5 has been own’d by our Kings 
themfelves, and in them by.all the Nations 
of Europe. Be aa: 

To ferup the Do&trine of Divine. Right, 
isto fuperfede the Conelufive Right of Par- 
liament, to-Declare ‘ey have nothing to do 
ro appoint who fhail, or fhall not Reign over 
us; and whether can this run but to the

‘Senfe in it. 

/Depofing the Queen, Reftoring a Popifh 
“Prince, Unraveling the Revovution, Diffol- 
ving Toleration, blowing up the Laws, 
Abfolute Subjection, Difpenfing Authority, 
thefe are but tome of thofe Legion of Devils 
that would Overfpread this Nation.
